vrere  80,469  cars  compared  with  80,459  cars  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

Of  the  Jime  inspections  only  60  percent  graded  No,  2  or  better  compared  vrith  75 
percent  in  Mayc  Of  the  October- June  receipts  this  year  70  percent  graded  No,  2 
or  better  compared  with  92  percent  last  season*
